The Civil Service— lletrencliuieut. 



A littlo moro than a wock ago, in 
writing on this eabjoct, wo stated that 
the country expooteci to have roalizod 
a very mach larger measure of retrench- 
ment at tho hands ol the now adaiiti- 
istratioD, It wub, at tho same time, 
intimated that such a reduction in the 
expeueo of administering tho publio af- 
fairs as tho country expectod must be 
ihofrnitofn complete reconstruction 
of tho Civil Sorvico, ralhor than the 
rosult of pruniDg down tho old, aad we 
ventured to euggoBt, as ono potent 
means to that and, tho adoption of tho 
BVBtem of remunerating certain officials 
by moans of ieos, aa is the practise in 
tho Bister Provinces, instead of by fixed 
salaries, as is the oaso here, That 
article baa evoked a atorm of abuso 
and misrepresentation from a local 
print and from a contemporary on the 
banks ol the Fraeer. In tho plaint of 
tho former ono had no difficulty in re- 
cognizing tho voice of a weak and 
jealous rival who, whilo admitting tho 
corcctnoBB of our position, queationod 
our right to take it. Tho animadver- 
eion of tho lattor was tho mero out-pnt 
ol personal rancor and political ignor- 
ance, Id tells its readers that what 
wo ailvorato 'will in time bocomo a sys- 
tem of universal publio robbery/ and it 
dishonestly chargos us with advocating 
that feOB may universally take tho 
piaco of salaries for tho purpose of in- 
creasing tho spoils of offioe. Now, we 
nover advocatedor drowned of advoca- 
ting tho substitution of the feo system 
of fixed salaries in respoot of political 
offices, but only in respect of ihoso 
offices paid by foes in the othor Pro v in* 
cesandwo mentioned those of ti her i fT-i, 
Mngistratop, Clerks ol Court, iiogistars 
and Constables, by Way of illustration, 
ho that we leel quite justified in charg- 
ing our contomporary with diehonosty. 
The loo &>8tom has boon in force in tho 
Eastern Provinces from timo immemor- 
ial. Has it proved 'a system of unit 
versal public robbery' there ? Quite 
tho reverse. Aro tho peoplo of the 
Pacifio Province any lots honest than 
those ol the Ailautic Provinces ? The 
remark* of our contemporary would 
imply that they ore. Bat we 
deny that the fee system opens tho 
door, or at fill tends to malversation, 
Its chief recommendation to British 
Columbia coneistB in the fact of its adap- 
tation to a soattered population. To 
iluatrate: There are in British Colom- 
bia communities in which one, two or 
three salaried officers aro mainta ued 
tho yoar round to do the work of as 
many dayB, This is no exaggeration. 
Jast think of a Constable being p.-id 
fifteen hundred dollars a joar for aorvr. 
ing half a dozen processes ; a Clerk ot 
the Beooh paid a like sum lor record- 
ing the caseP, and a Magistrate a 
sum eqnal to both for trying them 1 
Here aro Mx thousand dollars for Bix 
Oases ! I Is noi th id something vory 
like 'robbory ' ? — legalizedj it is true. 
How, the beauty of toe fee system con- 
sists in tho lad that it makes tho pars 
tics immediately concerned not tho in- 
nocent public, pay, These six caues, in- 
stead of costing the country six thous- 
and dollars, would coBt the piblio Ex- 
chequer not a single dollar, and would 
not necessarily coit the parties thereto 
more than a hundred at the ooiBido. 
Under this system only work done is 
paid for; and it is only paid for by 
those for whom ii is dona, or who have 
been the occasion of it. There is 
anothersenso in which the fitness ol 
this syatom will apply: Under the 
present system of fixed ealariesfor every 
conceivable functionary, there are 
largo Htrotchos of country moro or loss 
settled which, under (be greatest pro- 
digality . must bo left without tbo pre- 
sonse ot the lowest judicial functionary. 
Tho fee system would enahlo tho 
Government, without any charge 
whatever upon tbo public rovenuo, to 
pluco justice within tho easy reaou of 
every settlor. .Nor cmi it bo contended 
that, although such a system 
may do very well in older com- 
munities liko Ontario^ it is not 
suited to Brit ah Columbia. It was adopi- 
in Oitirio just t'acuuaB OLt irio was a new 
country with a stuttered population; aud it ia 
better udaft.d to firumh Columbia llian it is 
to Oi.tjrio, just bocuuae British Columbia it 
Bower and nan a more scattered population. 
We do oit deEire to be undorrHood 
as at all mulling an u tick upon trie 
preuoDl iMiuittry lor not hnvin/r 
Bccomplfoned this dreirable nnd, is we 
think, inevitable revolution in the Civil Ser- 
vice ot the coorjlry daring tno very first Bi.'S- 
Bion. To do ao would acurouly bo reaKon- 
able. It would not be fair to trio Ministry; 
and wo liuve no w ah to do diam injustice. 
It should be the dtsifa of every true patriot, 
ue it is tho duty of every publio writer to 
eit.'uu to wbi taver Ministry may bo oi trust- 
ed with the in a Dft^ernent ol publio ufluiia a 
liberal uud beany BUppoit, bo lona as they 
evir.ee an hoiett deano to administer in uc- 
coidance wit'i tiic constitution uud tho woll 
undorstot.d wishes of tho people, but it is 
no less tho duty of the journalist to preo°ni 
u fuithlul index ol publio opinion, lourlea.dy 
advocaiing wbbtBVer reloime obv.ously lend 
to promote tho common good. Wa way bo 
p«[initt.d. in concluding, the present aiticle, 
fca advert to a mallet which, although loraigu 
ti the quettion in bond, bus bear, mixed up 
wilb it. the papeis releried loo are iu ttio 
habit, in alluding lo Ihe 'Indemnity' discus- 
sion which took place duiing lutt sctbion, ol 
representing fcbe MiolttrJ na punctually 
guardiog ibe 'rreasury against the "raid" of 
tho LegisUtore, Ono of Ibem is good 
enough to represent the moinbor (nr Nanai- 
mo as loading the 'raiders." Now, this is 
unfair to nil pirtios. It is in direct conflict m m 



with fact!. The whole of the Ministry in-, 
vited the so-oalled 'raid.' Two oat ol the 
four were leading 'raideia. Ono of the two 
manfully offered to throw np his portfolio 
upon the issue. The number for Nanaimo 
took no part, either oponly or covoitlv, in the 
movement. Our New We: trains tor enr, tempor- 
ary must look nearer homo for tho leaders of 
what it is pleas d t'> characterise sg a ' raid 
upon tbe Treasury. " Jt will tiod in it* own 
master tho Ministerial lender o( lha ' raid;'

forego that design ns unattainable and to con- 
tent ouraelves with tho less costly, and there- 
fore less enduring, iess commodious, and less 
commanding structure of which tho foundation 
Btone has been just laid. And oven for tbo 
completion uf tnia more modest edifico we 
have not yet sufficient funds as you may ob- 
serve on referonco to tho statement published 
by tho Church Wardens in their annual ro- 
port, from which it anpoars that tbeio is a 
balance o.' $251)0 yet to bo provided to cover 
the total coat ot erecting Ihe building nnd 
preparing it for the roceptiou of tho congrega- 
tion, and to tho discharge of this rcsponsi 
bilily we are all earnestly directed. When 
completed our new chnrch will not only be 
more comfortable and capacious than that 
which formerly stood on this site, but I bo- 
liovo that, in other rospects, although not 
what we all hoped for, it will at least do us 
no discredit. We may at all events when 
il ia lully paid foriiad aniisfnction in tho feel- 
ing that our new church will bo peculiarly our 
owu; the funds for us construction having 
so far, with ihe exception, na shown by the 
Church Wardens' statement, of tho sum of 
about $1300 contributed from (V'reat britain 
through His Lordship the lliahop, b"on en- 
tirely subscribed in this Province, and 1 have 
no doubt that we shall ou this account take 
all tho more interest in the edifice, and from 
this eenso of special proprietorship even find 
much in it to tijmire and become attached to 
which wo might otherwise bo incline! to criti- 
cise leas partially. 1 think, loo, that regard- 
ing this as but a day of small beginnings we 
may confidently anticipate that in the accos- 
sion of population and prosperity which wo 
all with good reason (oel to be tho immediate 
future ol ibis country wo may trust yet to see 
this building replaced by that more worthy 
edifioe which wo all desire should grace this 
Eite. fhuuibly invoke Iho aid of Proriiloneo 
in tho completion of the work now commenc- 
ed and may it tend in somo measure to ad> 
vance the honor and glory of Almighty God.

April 29ib, 1872
